Drawings

that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.121(d)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 131, 132.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his Invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one sl^illed in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. It is unclear based on the disclosure if the 
resisting ring is in fact also the guide unit, if the resisting ring and guide unit are 
enclosed into the air bag. if the soft tube is just an extension of the resisting ring and/or 
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the guide unit. The examiner is unclear as to exactly what the invention is suppose to 
encompass. If the guide unit is the same as the soft tube then why are they labeled 
differently; if they are different structures then why in the figures are they depicted as 
one and the same. Is the guide unit/soft tube totally enclosed by the air bag or is there 
an extension that is not enclosed. Also Fig. 3-A does not clearly depict that the soft 
tube is collapsed downwards, if the soft tube is enclosed by the air bag what causes the 
collapsed downward movement or swinging of the soft tube? 

The following Is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 

by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure, which goes to make up the device, must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be In one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

A few examples of claim language problems would be: in line 3 of the claim, 
. .with a shape like a water drop. it is unclear as to what constitutes a water drop 
shape as water drops in numerous configurations, thereby making it unclear as to what 
shape applicant is intending to claim. In line 4, "...the resisting ring..." lacks antecedent 
basis in the claim applicant has not previously claimed a resisting ring thereby making it 
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unclear as to what the resisting ring is suppose to be. Applicant nnay be guided by 
patents, which have been listed, on PTO 892 to assist in claim language construction. 

Content of Specification

See MPEP §310.

The specification Is required to include an Incorporatlon-by-reference of 
electronic documents that are to become part of the permanent United 
States Patent and Trademark Office records in the file of a patent 
application.

(2) Description of the Related Art Including Information disclosed under 
37 CFR 1 .97 and 37 CFR 1 .98 : A description of the related art 
known to the applicant and including, if applicable, references to 
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specific related art and problems involved in the prior art which are 
solved by the applicant's invention. This item may also be titled 
"Background Art." 

(f) Brief Summary of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(d). A brief summary 
or general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01 (f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g), A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 . The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately.
